Thompsen pointed out that an 
outlined framework of require- 
ments leading to the Master oi 
Arts degree in each area of con- 
centration is presented, as well 
as a statement of the purpose of 
the degree, specific requirements 
for its attainment, and instruc- 
tions for those wishing advance- 
ment to candidacy. 

A check list of procedures for 
the students seeking the degree 
should be of particular interest, 
he added.
